Washington, August 14.—Satisfactory 
results with wireless apparatus are re- 
Roosevelt at Mount Gretna, Pa. From 
distances of ten or more miles, when 
halts are made, wireless apparatus is 
prought out, and within five minutes, or 
less, messages are exchanged with head- 
quarters. Kites are used at the outlying 
temporary stations, and it has been 
demonstrated that direct and quick com- 
munication can be established. On some 
occasions the signal corps goes out with 
the cavalry, carrying the apparatus with 
them and moving at a rate which would 
render impossible the stringing of wires 
in order to keep in communication with 
headquarters. By wireless communica- 
tion can be had at any time with head- 
quarters.

Vatican Issues Encyclical. to 
French Catholics, 


His Holiness Declares French Laws 
Cannot Be Enforced Without Vio- 
lating Church’s Rights--Coun- 
sels Against Sedition 
and Violence. 


August 14.—The text of the 
pope’s long expected encyclical to the 
archbishops and bishops of France re- 
garding their future conduct in view of 
the enactment of the laws providing for 
the separation of state, appeared in the 
It refers ‘o 
the previous encyclical condemning the 
genuine principals of. the law and says 
the time has now arrived to indicate 
what should be done to defend and pre- 
serve religion in France. ‘‘We deferred,’’ 
the encyclical continues, ‘“‘our decision 
owing to the importance of this grave 
question and particularly through a char- 
itaible feeling for the great services your 
nation has rendered the church. Having 
heretofore condemned ‘his iniquitous law, 
we examined with the greatest care its 
articles to see if they permitted the or- 
ganization of religious life in France 
without jeopardizing the sacred principles 
of the church,” 

After approving the recommendations 
of the French hierarchy disapproving of 
the law, the encyclical says: 

Church Right Involved. 

we decree the law cannot 
be enforced without a violation 
sacred rights of the church. Putting, 
therefore, aside these associations which 
our conscience forbids us to approve, it 
is opportune to examine if some other 
Kind of organization, both legal and 
canonical, can avert the threatened dan- 
gers to the church.’’

CHICAGO TUNNEL OPENS. 


Merchandise Being Carried Through 
I. C. Freight Cars. 

Chicago, August 14.—The freight bores 
of the INinois Tunnel Company will carry 
merchandise of all kinds in car load 
lots tomorrow. Announcement to this ef- 
fect was made by officials of the com- 
pany. 

This movement will mark the practical 

completion of the Illinois Tunnel Com- 
pany s system of underground freight 
railroad, the construction of which was 
begun five years ago and which has 
cost its owners about $30,000,000. 
- The company has now 45 miles of tun- 
nel equipped with rattg and overhead 
trolley in the district bounded by Chicago 
avenue, the lake, Halsted street and Six- 
teenth street. Fifty powerful electric 
locomotives and several hundred cars are 
for use and the company re- 
cently placed an order for 600 additional 
cars and thirty-five new locomotives. 
The company has finisned connections 
with thirty buildings in the down town 
district. Connections have already been 
made between the freight and ware 
houses of nine of the principal rail- 
roads. Others are under way.

They ran steamers around the 
water front picking up all refugees con- 
gregated on the wharves for safety. From 
Oakland Pier the people were carried 
free to whatever point they could care 
for themselves or be cared for—whether 
it was Berkeley, Cal., or Boston, Mass.; 
Portland, Ore.,, or Portland, Maine. 
Within ten days the Southern Pacific 
Company carried free 224,069 passengers, 
the value of which, computed at low- 
est rates for the class of service ren- 
dered, amounted to $540,083.69, and this 
covers only the earnings of the line 
west of El Paso, 

Canvass of accommodations in the in- 
terior of the state was made that _ re- 
fugees might be properly directed. Can- 
vass of avenues of employment was 
made by wiring large industries that 
employment might be provided.  Infor- 
mation Bureaus were established a; nine 
points in the burned district of San 
Francisco, which weré served by horse- 
back riders and automobiles. Messen- 
gers carrying bulletins relative to train 
service, relief work, infermation about 
finding people and genera; pwodlic infor- 
mation, including statement of accom- 
modations for relief at outside cities. 
Inquiries from eastérn cities by the thou- 
sands from eastern friends regarding 
missing people were answered as far as 
possible, the officers using all the ave- 
nues at their command. 

Transportation for relief committees, 
hospital corps, physicians and nurses 
was arranged for on a large scale be- 
tween adjacent cities ang San Francisco. 
The State Health Board was given 
transportation for its employees in the 
sanitary service. Transportation of re-. 
lief supplies was given precedence over 
all other trains. Nearly all were run 
on passenger train time. Milk, bread, 
etc., which were badly needed, were 
brought in free in baggage cars. 

Much more than this has been done 
by the Southern Pacific Company since 
dates named, so that their entire con- 
tribution runs way beyond $1,000,000.

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Judge Blount on the Philippines. 

The speech of Hon. James H. 
Blount, delivered before a joint seé- 
sion of the Georgia state legislature, 
on Philippine independence as a na- 
tional issue in 1908, was a strong pre- 
;Sentment in favor of that proposition. : 
Some of Judge Blount’s plain state- 
ments of fact were almost startling in 
the light they threw upon a condition 
of affairs under American administra- 
tion in the islands that seems almost 
incredible. 

Judge Blount but recently returned 
from the Philippines, after six years’ 
residence In the islands, where he 
held high judicial. positioon. He is, 
therefore, peculiarly well fitted to ex- 
press an intelligent and impartial 
opinion on Philippine affairs, and this 
he did most impressively in his ad- 
mirable address to the Georgia legis- 
lators. 

If Judge Blount’s address proved 
anything, it proved the soundness of 
the plank of the last democratic na- 
tional platform which declared: “We 
insist that we ought to do for the 
Filipinos. what we have done already 
for the Cubans, and it is our duty to 
make that promise now.’” 

Taking the republican administra- 
tion of the government to task for its 
violation of the cardinal principles of 
the American Declaration of Independ- 
ence and its disregard of the immor- 
tal axiom that governments derive 
their just powers from the consent of 
the governed, Judge Blount declared 
that since the battle of Manila bay 
“we have been holding in involutary 
subjection 8,000,000 of people on the 
other side of the globe—the only 
Christian nation in Asia—a people of 
whom I am able to affirm this fact, 
that their yearning for a national life 
of their own was on that May day of 
1898, when Dewey sank the Spanish 
fleet, and still is, as great as was our 
own in 1776; and the Filipinos are, 
moreover, quite as capable of self- 
government as the people of Cuba.” 

Judge Blount referred to the reso- 
lution introduced in the senate by 
Senator Bacon, February 6, 1899, upon 
which, the ayes being 29 and the noes 
29, the president pro tem. voted in 
the negative and defeated the resolu- 
tlon. “That vote,” continued Judge 
Blount, “was the most momentous sin- 
gle vote that I now recall in the his- 
tory of any legislative body of modern 
times.” 

Judge Blount is firmly convinced 
that the Filipinos are even now capa- 
ble of local self-government, and he 
insists that it is the duty of this na- 
tion to give it to them with the least 
possible delay. He showed" that the 
BSubjection of the islands by the 
Americans has resulted in almost per- 
petual warfare between the invaders 
and the natives, resulting in much 
bloodshed and devastation.

Mr. Felder, of Bibb, as the jieader of 
the opposition and signer of the minority 
report, was accorded twenty minutes in 
which to further present his views 
against the measure. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Felder’s 
speech, Mr. Perry, of Hall, ¢hairman of 
the committee which favorably reported 
the bill, was given twenty minutes to 
conclude the debate on the part of the 
opposition. 

Messrs. Flynteof Spalding, Anderson 
of Chatham, Wilcox of Irwin, Steed of 
Carroll and Perry concluded the debate. 

“Any candidate,’ said Mr. Perry, 
“who survives the present. strenuous 
campaign for governor would, in my 
opinion, be good for at least one hundred 
years of life. Taking that view of it, 
it would seem to be creating a super- 
fluous office to pass this bill. But, Mr. 
Speaker, speaking seriously, I think this 
bill should pass, and that the people 
are as competent to elect a presiding 
officer of the senate as are any twenty- 
three senators elected by them.”’ 

Upon the final passage of the bill the 
ayes were 85, the nays 62; so the bill 
was therefore lost, it requiring a consti- 
tutional majority of 117 votes. 


Felder Substitute Defeated. 

Mr. Felder’s substitute was next taken 
up. This provides a lina of succession, 
in the event of the death, resignation 
or disability of the governor, as follows: 
The president of the senate, the speaker 
of the house, secretary of state, attorney 
general, treasurer and comptroller gen- 
eral, in the order named, to succeed to 
the executive office until a governor be 
elected, the proposed amendment to the 
constitution to be submitted to the peo- 
ple for ratification at the election in 
November next. 3

Carl Wolfsheimer said he believed the 
ordinance would work a hardship on the 
small butchers. 

It was explained by Dr. Benson and’ 
Dr. Taylor that there were already men- 
in Atlanta who were willing to build 
a public abattoir with $100,000 capital 
it the city would pass an ordinance 
like the one proposed. If this was done 
all the small dealers could have their 
cattle slaughtered at a smeall cost. 

The committee and board adjourned to 
hold another joint session Friday after 
noon. The ordinance will go” before 
council next Monday.

Washington, August 14.—Scores of ap- | 
plications tfor information concerning the | 
proposed contract for 1,500 Chinese, 
have already reached the 
isthmian commission, and indications are | 
that hundreds of persons are planning | 
to make bids for this contract in the 
hope of realizing a small fortune from 
it, as several bidders did on the recent 
issue Of Panama canal! bonds, but pros- 
pective bidders without extensive 
financial backing will be much disap- 
pointed when the specifications for fur- 
nishing the Chinese are made public. It 
will be re@quired by the commission that 
a large certified check shall accompany 
each bid. The amount of this check will 
probably not be less than $50,000, and 
bids not accompanied by such a guar- 
antee of good faith will not be consid- 
ered.
